SOLDIERS STICK TO POSTS 


Chairmen and Their Aids Must Not 
Quit Until All the Gov ernment’s 
War Oblig ations Hav e 
Been Discharg ed. 


Returns at the fiv e state headquar­ 
ters in Chicag o show that the county 
chairmen and oilier important work­ 
ers in the Sev enth Federal Reserv e 
district are sig ning up for the fifth 
big loan. 
They are actuated by the 
same sense of duty , it is reported, as 
fills the breasts of the soldiers now 
held in France. 
The soldiers ov er 
there long for home; hut they realize 
that tlieir work is not done. Garrisons 
must he held along the Rhine until 
peace has been formally sig ned and 
the terms of the peace treaty hav e 
been carried out. 


In the same way it is g enerally rec­ 
og nized by chairmen and other work­ 
ers throug hout the Sev enth Federal 
Reserv e district, the men who are re­ 
sponsible for the financial part of the 
war, cannot quit until the financial ob­ 
lig ations are discharg ed. The big hills 
for any undertaking coine in immedi­ 
ately after the completion of that 
work.

all hands, who would refuse responsi­ 
bility for that part of his contractor's 
bills that came in after the driv ing 
of the last nail. 
The Fourth Liberty Loan paid off 
the then outstanding treasury certifi­ 
cates of Indebtedness and furnished 
enoug h new’ money to carry the g ov ­ 
ernment until mid-December.

that date the treasury department has* 
been borrowing from the banks at the 
rate of $300,000,000 a week, and by w 
the time the Victory Loan is offered 
will owe nearly six billion dollars. The

The sudden termination of the war 
broug ht an increase In the day to day 
military ex penditures. 
The total for 
December passed, for the first time, 
the two billion mark.

Feb­ 
ruary promises to show a consider­ 
able decrease. 
The hig h daily out­

In the first place the man who re­ 
fuses to work in tin* nex t loan or to 
buy bonds of the nex t Issue can i*e 
charg ed with being a quitter or a cow­ 
ard. 
Neither Is an especially Ameri­ 
can attribute. 
As a nation Americans 
hav e the reputation of seeing a thing 
throug h. 
And the fields of France 
proclaim that they are not cowards. 
But the Infrequent loan worker who 
is say ing that he cannot find time 
to participate in the Victory driv e, or 
does not feel any oblig ation to do so 
may be charg ed with cowardice. It is 
g enerally recog nized where such an 
attitude is encountered that the man 
fears the fifth loan will not he a suc­ 
cess. 
The tnan who is preparing to 
quit now, it Is pointed out, is doing so 
because he does not want to be iden­ 
tified with a failure. 
The answer to 
this Is that none of the 6 ,000 marines 
who stopped the v ictorious German 
march on I’aris at Chateau Thierry 
asked to be ex cused from g oing into 
the fig ht because he ex peebsl it to 
be a failure. Vet all the foreig n mili­ 
tary men thoug ht that the Americans 
could not stop the Germans at this 
point. 
Another arg ument answers a g ood 
deal of half-hearted comment which 
maintains that it makes no difference 
whether the banks hav e to take the 
loan. 
But the business man or the 
wag e earner who thinks that it makes 
no difference to him is decidedly mis­ 
taken. If the public does not take the 
bonds the banks, as ev ery one knows, 
must do so. 
Now on December 31 
the national hanks of the country had 
resources of $20,042,224,000. This was 
the first time in the nation’s history 
that the total ev er g ot abov e the 
twenty -billion mark.

Many girls in all parts of 
Italv have told us how much the 
Unione meant in their lives. Italian 
eirls are touchingly grateful for the 
smallest efforts. They respoud eager-

COURSES PLANNED 


Trained Home-Maker Is to Have 


an Eight Hour Day and Stand- 


ard Minimum Wage. 


Courses for training home assist- 


ants, who will go into the home by the 
day, 
hour or week and work on a 


schedule of hours and fixed wages, 
have been inaugurated hy .the Young 
Women's Christian Association as a 
means for meeting the problem of do- 
mestic service. 


The object of this course, now being 


tried out in New York City, is to place 
domestic service on the same dignified 
basis as clerical work, trained nursing 
or oilier professions open to women. 


The home assistant will work eight 


hours a dsy for a salary of S15 a week. 
She will not live in the home of her 
employer or take her meals there. She 
will have an hour for luncheon, when 
she can go lo a restaurant or eat a 
lunch which she has brought with her 
just as she would were she employed 
In a factory. The employer will not

sage, theory and practice, electrother- 
.,pv and hydrothcrapy are given by 
doctors and nurses, who also super- 
vise practical work at the Y. W. C. A. 
and at hospitals. The courses are rec- 
otnized by the Surgeon General. 


Similar courses Have also been open- 


ed in the New Tork City Central 
Branch Y. W. C. A., where a specialty 
is made of brush-making with a view 
to training women as teachers for re- 
construction hospitals. 


The Cadanlan Y. W. C. A. has re-

The secretary fulfills the same jfunc-

She plans entertainments and recrea-

The War Work Council of the 


Young Women's Christian Association 
plans to send an industrial commission 
of women to England, France and Italy 
in April to meet prominent labor lead- 
ers of those countries with a view to 
promoting world fellowship among wo- 
men. 


The commission will be made up of 


Mrs. Raymond Bobbins, representing 
the National Women's Trade Union 
League of America; Mrs. Irene Os- 
good Andrews, American Association 
for Labor Legislation; Miss Grace 
Drake, National Consumers' League; 
Mrs. James S. Cushman, chairman of 
the War Work Council of the Young 
Women's Christian Association; Miss 
Florence Simms, Miss Marie Wing and 
Miss Imogene B. Ireland, secretary to 
the commissions all of the Y. W. C. A.. 
and Miss MjSpGilson, an authority on

Applicants for the course are care- 


fully selected, and registrants are ap- 
pearing in large numbers. With the 
simie independence as to recreation 
hours, places of eating and living as 
Uie factory girl, house-work has a 
greater appeal, as being a less monoto- 
nous and more interesting work to the 
average woman.

The course is a thorough one in plain 


cooking, waiting on table and door, 
chamber work, plain sewing, care of 
children, making of menus and the 
washing nnd ironing of light things: 
Heavy work is to be done by outside 
workers. On graduation the student 
receives a certificate which proves her 
qualification as a dependable home 
worker capable of attending to all ordi- 
nary duties in a home. 


The Young Women's Christian Asso- 


ciation lias been interested in the prob- 
lem of domestic service both from the 
standpoint of the employee and from 
that of the employer for some years. 
The first commission on Household 
Employment made its report at the 
Cflh national convention of the Young 
Women's Christian Association held in 
Los Anpoles, Cal., in May, 1915. 


The difficulties of attracting capable 


women to this field of work were laid 
to the long hours, lack of independence 
in arranging recreation hours, lack of 
opportunities for growth and progress 
and lack of social standing. 


Girls have acquired a distaste for 


the conditions which govern household 
work since the freedom they have ex- 
perienced in working In munition fac- 
tories. By standardizing domestic serv- 
ice it is'believed by the Young Wo- 
men's Christian Association that a 
higher type of worker may be at- 
tracted to the necessary work in homes.

The Income Tax drive comes to a 


close on Saturday night, March 1~>. 


All payments anil returns due on that 


date under the provisions of the non- 
Revenue Law must he in the hands of 
local Internal Revenue Collectors be- 
fore their offices close that night. 


The Income Tax is being collected to 


meet the war expenses. Every person 
who shouted and tooted his horn on 
Armistice Day is now called upon to 
contribute his share of the cost of win- 
ning the war.

The Internal Revenue Bureau an- 
nounces that its officers will check us 
nil up to see that every^pcrson who 
comes 'within the scope of the Income 
Tax law did his share.

Where to Pay and File. 


Residents of! Indiana will make rc-

Severe Penalties. 


The new Revenue Law places severe 


penalties on a person who fails to 
make return on time, refuses to make 
return or renders a fraudulent return. 
For failure to make return and pay tax 
on time a fine of not more than $1.000 
is named, and '23 per cent of the tax 
due is added to the assessment. For 
refusing wilfully to make return, or 
for making a false or fraudulent re- 
turn there is a fine of not exceeding 
$]0,000 and imprisonment of not ex- 
cecdins one year, or both. 


Farmers' Income Taxable. 


Every farmer and ranchman who 


had a fair or a rood year in 3918 must 
heed the Income Tax this year. 
He 


must consider all his income as tax- 
able. He is entitled to deduct from 
his gross income all amounts expended 
in carrying on his farm. The cost of 
-.farm machinery, farm buildings and 
Improvements cannot 
be deducted. 


The cost of live stock, either for re- 
sale or for breeding purposes, is also 
regarded as investment.

big loan. They are actuated by the 
same sense of duty, it is reported, as 
fills the breasts of the soldiers now 
held in France. 
The soldiers over 


there long for home; but they realize 
that their work Is not done. Garrisons 
must be held along the Rhine until 
peace has been formally signed and 
the terms of the peace treaty have 
been carried out 


In the same way it Is generally rec- 


ognized by chairmen and other work- 
ers throughout the Seventh Federal 
Reserve district, the men who are re- 
sponsible for the financial part of the 
war, cannot quit until the financial ob- 
ligations are discharged. The big bills 
for any undertaking come in immedi- 
ately after the completion of that 
work. 
It would be an irresponsible 


business man, it is conceded on 
all hands, who would refuse responsi- 
bility for that part of his contractor's 
bills that came in after the driving 
of the last nail. 


The Fourth Liberty Loan paid off 


the then outstanding treasury certifi- 
cates of Indebtedness and furnished 
enough new money to carry the gov- 
ernment until mid-December.

The sudden termination of the war 


brought an increase in the day to day 
military expenditures. The total for 
December passed, for the first time, 
the two billion mark. The January 
total was slightly less, "but exceeded 
any other month except January. Feb- 
ruary promises to show a consider- 
able decrease. The high daily out- 
lays since the end of fighting have 
been due to the liquTo'ation of the war 
machine, and were unavoidable. There 
Is still a great mass of contract obli- 
gations to be cleared away—contracts 
entered Into by business men for the 
rush production of munitions that 
would have been Absolutely essential 
had the war gone on for a few weeks 
or months longer. 


Chairmen and workers who happen 


to hear of anyone who is declining to 
participate in the next loan have ready 
to their hands a set of the best pos- 
sible arguments against this sort of 
conduct 


In the first place the man who re- 


fuses to work in the next loan or to 
buy bonds of the next Issue can lie 
charged with bolus a quitter or a cow- 
ard. Neither Is an especially Ameri- 
can attribute. As a nation Americans 
have the reputation of seeing a thing 
through. 
And the fields of France 


proclaim that they are not cowards. 


But the infrequent loan worker who 


Is saying that be cannot find time 
to participate in the Victory drive, or 
does not feel any obligation to do so 
may be charged with cowardice. It is 
generally recognized where such an 
attitude is encountered that the man 
fears the fifth loan will not be a suc- 
cess. The man who is preparing to 
quit now, it is pointed out, is doing so 
because he does not want to be iden- 
tified with • failure. The answer to 
this la that none of the 6,000 marines 
who stopped the victorious German 
march on Paris at Chateau Thierry 
asked to be excused from going into 
the fight because he expected it to 
be a failure. Yet all the foreign mili- 
tary men thought that the Americans 
could not stop the Germans at tills 
point 


Another argument answers a good 


deal of half-hearted comment which 
maintains that it makes no difference 
whether the banks have to take the 
loan. But the business man or the 
wage earner who thinks that it makes' 
no difference to him is decidedly mis- 
taken. If the public does not take the 
bonds the banks, as everyone knows, 
must do so. Now on December 31 
the national banks of the country bad 
resources of $20,042,224,000. This was 
the first time in the nation's history 
that the total ever got above the 
twenty-billion mark. 


This enormous banking power shows, 


for one thing, that the nation can 
take another' six billion loan with 
ease If the organization gets out and 
works. But it also shows something 
else. The twenty billion, of course. Is 
greatly more than the total that is ac- 
tually available for credit operations. 
If-the banks should have to take the 
greater part of the next, loan, and to 
add this burden to the more than two 
billion how tied up in Liberty loans, 
and the additional treasury certificate* 
that will be Issued next summer and 
tall, there will be a" very much re- 
duced balance for general business 
credit accommodation.

Preliminary returns show that the

•j355sT "The very tact that individual 
are found vrho do not appreciate the; 
obligation resting upon the civilian, 
population has aroused in double force 
the patriotic sense of duty in the 
.breast of the women workers. These 
are asserting through letters re- 
ceived at Chicago headquarters hy 
every mail that they intend to work 
twice as hard as in any preceding 
loan—if that be possible—in order to 
counteract the "quitter" sentiment 
that is manifesting itself among cer- 
tain individuals in every community. 


Preliminary work is well mapped 


out In a majorijj of the counties in 
the district. It is planned \o have a 
larger number of women workers en- 
rolled everywhere than was the case 
in the preceding loans. Workers al- 
ready are securing pledges from re- 
cruits and veterans and it is promised 
that a better showing will be made in 
every state than in any of the Liberty 
loans so far placed. 


The Fifth loan, it is pointed out, will 


come at a'time when women on the 
farms and in the smaller communities 
can give an especially large amount 
»f time to the loan work. Tlie drive, 
coming in April, will precede the ac- 
tive farm and garden work\and the 
•women will, therefore, be In a position 
to concentrate on the campaign in a 
way they were unable to do in the 
Fourth loan. 


The results of the Victory Loan are 


expected to prove a monument to the 
patriotism and self-sacrifice of the 
women of the Seventh Federal He- 
serve district, for the spirit of service j 
is the animating principle of the Amer- 
ican people at this time.
